orbit at 2:39 a.m. EST on what 
the Sov iet news agency Tass 
said was a “complicated and 
responsible program.” It did not 
detail his goals. 
A Moscow telev ision commen­ 


tator 
said 
Shatalov ’s 
flight 
wou ld condu ct fu rther tests on 
the Soy u z spacecraft as part of 
the Sov iets’ long-range goal of 
establishing earth-orbiting space 
s t a t i o ns for interplanetary 
space trav el. 
Western ex perts said the craft 
carries 
two maneu v ering en­ 
gines and is capable of stay ing 
in orbit u p to 30 day s. 
In 
a 
pre-flight 
statement, 
Shatalov said was assigned to 
continu e testing “the ex cellent 
spaceship” bu t gav e no indica­ 


tion how long the flight wou ld 
last. 
In Bochu m, 
Germany , 
Heinz 
Kaminsk y , 
director 
of 
the 
Bochu m Institu te for Satellite 
and Space Research, predicted 
Shatalov wou ld link u p with the 
u nmanned Cosmos 263 satellite 
lau nched Su nday and with other 
v ehicles y et to be send sk y ward. 
Minu tes after lau nch, Sov iet 
telev ision came on with v ideo­ 
tapes of Shatalov ’s ship lifting 
majestically from the Sov iets’ 
central Asia space center and 
cu rv ing toward orbit, its fiv e 


rock et 
boosters 
a 
brilliant 
orange. 
Feels Fine 
Then the cameras inside the 
craft 
showed 
the 
4 1-y ear-old 
cosmonau t, 
the 
Sov iets’

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NEWSROOM NOTES — More 
than 20,000 people in the United 
States die annu ally from inju ­ 
ries 
su stained 
in 
accidental 
falls, according to statisticians 
of a life insu rance company . 
This toll, ex ceeded only by that 
from motor v ehicle accidents, 
represents a death rate of 10 
per 100,000 popu lation. 
National Health Su rv ey data 
indicates that 12 million persons 
each y ear are inju red seriou sly 
enou gh in falls to req u ire at 
least one day of restricted ac­ 
tiv ity or medical attention — a 
record u nmatched by any other 
ty pe 
of 
accident. 
Moreov er, 
abou t 3 million persons in the 
United States hav e an impair­ 
ment of the back , limb, or oth 
er part of the body , which re­ 
su lted from an accidental fall. 
The death rate from falls in 
creases 
mark edly 
with 
age, 
rank ing fifth as a cau se of acci­ 
dental fatalities at ages u nder 
25 , third at ages 25-4 4 , second 
at ages 4 5-7 4 and first at ages 
7 5 and ov er. At the adv anced 
ages, 7 5 and ov er, the nu mber 
of persons k illed in falls is 314 
times more than those k illed in 
motor v ehicle accidents. 
Abou t 5,7 00 deaths du e to acci 
dental falls, or more than a 
fou rth of all su ch accidental fa 
talities, occu r in falls on the 
same 
lev el, 
e.g., 
the 
floor, 
grou nd, sidewalk or street. A 
large proportion of these v ic­ 
tims are elderly persons walk ­ 
ing abou t, or going from one 
area to another. Phy sical weak ­ 
ness or impairment is often a 
contribu ting 
factor. 
Falls 
on 
stairs cau se abou t 2,000 deaths 
annu ally , falls from ladders re­ 
su lt in more than 300 deaths, 
and ov er 3,000 additional fatali­ 
ties are attribu ted to other falls 
from one lev el to another. 
Falls in and abou t the home 
tak e approx imately 10,000 liv es 
and inju re nearly 7 million oth­ 
ers. These figu res reflect the 
great amou nt of time spent at 
home by elderly people and 
y ou ng children. Residential in­ 
stitu tions, with their large aged 
popu lation, are reported as the 
site of some 3.000 fatal falls a 
y ear. Another 1,000 persons die 
in falls on streets and highway s. 
Nearly 600 fatalities each y ear 
resu lt from falls in factories, 
mines, q u arries and other in­ 
du strial sites. 
Fatal accidental falls in the 
home often inv olv e inju ries to 
the head. 
More than 70 per cent of the 
231 v ictims su stained cranioce­ 
rebral inju ries. 
Fractu res of the lower limb 
were 
su ffered 
by 
abou t 
an 
eighth, and inju ries of the v er­ 
tebral colu mn were reported in 
nearly a 10th of the total. 


Fo ur Killed 
In Jet Crash; 
11 Are Missing 


LOS 
ANGELES 
(AP)—A 
Seandanav ian 
A i rl i ne s 
jet 
splashed into the rainswept P a­ 
cific Ocean while attempting a 
landing at International Airport 
Monday night—and floated. 
Of the 4 5 aboard, there were 
30 k nown su rv iv ors and 4 k nown 
dead. SAS listed 9 of the re­ 
maining 11 as missing, the oth­ 
ers as u naccou nted for. 
The big DCS jetliner, on a po­ 
lar flight from Copenhagen v ia 
Seattle, Wash., splashed amid 
two-foot swells eight miles off 
shore with, passengers said, no 
warning. 
In a scene of pandemoniu m, 
those 
aboard 
scrambled into 
ru bber boats or atop wings and 
fu selage. Some fell into the sea. 
An arm ada of small boats— 
Coast Gu ard cu tters, life gu ard 
craft and a host of priv ate 
y achts from the big Marina Del 
Rey harbor near the airport 
condu cted a search and rescu e 
operation that lasted for hou rs. 
They plu ck ed su rv iv ors from 
the wav es, raced them ashore to 
ambu lances that took them to 
hospitals, and in some cases 
went back to look for more. 
The plane was still 
afloat 
hou rs after the crash. 
Du e at 6 :05 p.m., the jetliner 
had circled in the airport land­ 
ing pattern for some 90 minu tes 
du e to a bad weather stack u p of 
planes, then began its approach. 


It 
v anished 
from the 
radar 
screen at 7 :4 0. 
Pilot Kenneth Dav is, an Eng­ 
lishman liv ing in Sweden, said 
he made a “rou tine approach 
ex cept for some difficu lty with 
the landing gear.” 
The floating was “a miracle” 
to one coast gu ardsmen. Anoth­ 
er called it “k ind of m iracu ­ 
lou s” the pilot “ was able to 
k eep the ship in one piece, land­ 
ing in two-foot wav es and dark ­ 
ness.” 
Mats Hellstrom, 30, engineer 
from Vasteras, 
Sweden, said 
passengers were told to fasten 
seat belts and “The nex t thing I 
k new we hit the water. 
“ People were screaming for 
help. 1 had trou ble getting ou t of 
my seat belt, bu t then I got 
throu gh a rip in the fu selage 
and was in the water.” 
Hellstrom said he grabbed a 
flotation belt and was in the wa­ 
ter an hou r before rescu e—with 
a brok en leg and cu t lip. 
Olev Anderson, who said he 
was an off-du ty Scandinav ian 
Airlines Sy stem pilot from Co­ 
penhagen 
and on his honey ­ 
moon, was asleep when he felt 
what he thou ght was a “hard 
landing.” 
Anderson, the off-du ty pilot, 
told newsmen he spok e to the pi­ 
lot alter the crash and was told 
“he was hav ing a little trou ble 
with the landing gear” ju st be­ 
fore it happened.

AYLESBURY, England (AP) 
—Bru ce Rey nolds, the last of 
the mask ed band that staged 
Britain’s $7 million Great Train 
Robbery in 1963, was sentenced 
today to 25 y ears in prison. 
The 37 -y ear-old antiq u e deal­ 
er, pu rsu ed by Scotland \a rd 
from France to Mex ico in a re­ 
lentless hu nt, pleaded gu ilty to 
the robbery and declared: “An­ 
y one who think s that crime pay s 
mu st be mad.” 
He admitted he plotted with 
other gang members—now in 
jail—to rob the train and took 
part in stealing the 120 mail* 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson is ex pected to ou t­ 
line his analy sis of the State of 
the Union in broad term s to­ 
night and defer recommenda­ 
tions for specific legislation to 
his su ccessor. 
Close associates of the ou t­ 
going President say the only ex ­ 
ception in his farewell address 
to a joint session of Congress, 
and to the nation v ia telev ision 
and radio, will be to recommend 
that the 10 per cent income tax 
su rcharge be ex tended. 
By doing so he can inclu de the 
$13 billion annu al rev enu e pro­ 
du ced by the su rcharge in his 
bu dget for fiscal 197 0, and thu s 
show a small su rplu s when he 
sends his last break down on 
gov ernment spending to Con­ 
gress Wednesday . 
Johnson 
and President-elect 
Nix on hav e been maneu v ering 
for two week s ov er the issu e of 
ex tending the tax , approv ed for 
one y ear by Congress 
as

check on an ov erheated econo­ 
my and du e to ex pire Ju ne 30. 
The President, reported to be­ 
liev e that the tax was still need­ 
ed to combat inflation, tried to 
get Nix on to join him in a pu blic 
statement adv ocating ex tension. 
Nix on, who had criticized the 
tax su rcharge du ring the cam­ 
paign, demu rred. 
Bu t after it became k nown 
Monday that Johnson wou ld re­ 
commend continu ance 
of the 
su rcharge, with or withou t Nix ­ 
on’s endorsement, he apparent­ 
ly got priv ate assu rances of su p­ 
port from the president- elect.

east of

Facts Roundup at Emerald Hill 
Country Club, near Sterling, re­ 
cently. 
He reminded them that iden­ 
tification records should include 
date of birht and identification 
of sire and dam to be most use­ 
ful 
later. 
And, 
identification 
should be recorded in such a 
way that 
someone unfamiliar 
with the herd can identify each 
cow without assistance. Remem­ 
ber, veterinarians, DHIA super­ 
visors, AI technicians and oth­ 
ers must be able to positively 
identify animals in the course 
of their work. 
Intelligent culling and breed­ 
ing 
are 
impossible 
without 
breeding records to indicate the 
date cow’ comes into hear, date 
bred and sire used, date of next 
expected heat period, results of 
pregnancy check and date due,

size of calf.

better be able to check your 
feed records and assign some 
values to the following: Cost of 
feed for each cow, cost of feed 
for the entire herd, feed inven­ 
tory at the beginning and end 
of each feeding season, feed pur­ 
chased and feed sold. 
“So, you see, there’s more to 
records 
than 
just 
production 
records,” 
Johnson 
told 
the 
group. But, production records 
are of 
vital importance 
for 
smart herd management. 
A new twist to production rec­ 
ords is the “predicted 305-day” 
reading given to dairymen using 
either DHIA or Owner-Sampler 
records. Johnson explained that 
after each cow has been in milk 
for 120 days, the pounds of milk 
and fat are mutiplied by sepa­ 
rate factors to obtain an esti­ 
mate of how much the cow will 
produce in 10 months. The esti­ 
mate is refigured each month 
until the cow has been in milk 
for 270 days. This helps dairy­ 
men determine early in the lac­ 
tation whether a cowr is worth 
keeping for the full lactation, or 
whether it would be most prof­ 
itable to start grooming a re­ 
placement. 
Records are just as important 
for picking out replacements as 
they are for putting the finger 
on the cows that need 
to go. 
Daughters 
of 
high-producing 
cows should get the nod.

Ft is. in fait, a m ajor indica­ 
tor of President elect Nixon’s ap­ 
proach to the Vietnamese prob­ 
lem. 
For Ambassador Py otr A. 
Abrasimov is both a diplomat 
and an

member of 
(he Presidium of the Soviet Com­ 
munist Party . 
That Mr. Lodge 
should seek him out 
for what 
U.S. officials 
described 
as “ a 
Dc Toledano 
hii'h level political discussion covering the whole 
range oi \mcriean-Russian relations” is in itself 
highly significant. 
It a lso ra ises a n interesting questio n. 
Mr. Lodge's assignment is to head the Amer­ 
ican negotiating team in Paris and, if possible, to 
end die Vietnamese conflict. IVhv then the meeting 
with Mr. \brasimov? The answer, of course, is 
tint the president-elect sees the road to a South­ 
east \sian peace as running through Moscow. No 
settlement that the Soviet Union opposes. Mr, 
Nixon's advisers believe, will lie worth the paper 
it is written on — and contrariwise. Soviet deter­ 
mination to cod the war can override all of North 
Vietnam’s objections. 
For this reason. 
Mr. Nixon 
ha s already put 
feelers out to the Kremlin, and rumors of a sum­ 
m it meeting between himself and Prem ier Kosygin 
are rife in Washington. Mr. Nixon knows his way 
around the Kremlin and he reportedly thinks that 
a face-to-face discussion 
with Russia's leaders 
could Ik* the mo st effective way to end the Vietna­ 
mese War. 
There are some « suggestions that the l/ndge- 
Ahrasimov discussions were preparatory to a 
sum­ 
mit. Comrade Kosygin and his assoeiate-iu-povver, 
Comrade Brezhnev, were relatively minor 
fig ures 
when Mr. Nixon had his two most important con­ 
tacts with the Soviets — his day-long meeting with 
Comrade Khrushchev in Moscow 
and bis shorter 
session with Comrade 
Mikoyan 
in Washington. 
They would like the chance to make a first-hand 
appraisal of the man 
who will 
guide America's 
foreign police for the next four y ears. 


Much can bo accomplished by a 
summit meet­ 
ing. There are signs that the Soviets have 
tired o f 
supply ing North Vietnam 
with the 
to o ls o f wa r. 
They have thoroughly milked the propaganda ad­ 
vantage which the war gave them and are in a 
position to gain prestige points by being the in­ 
struments of a peaceful solution. But they will also 
seek to strike a hard bargain before 
a g reeing to 
act as brokers for the United States 
in So uthea st 
Asia. 
It will be Mr. Nixon’s task to bargain as astute- 
l\ and as determinedly . Otherwise, he will only 
chalk up against himself the kind of agreements 
which the Soviets extracted at Yalta and Potsdam 
— two international parley s which Mr. Nixon has 
alway s considered disastrous <o free world inter­ 


e s t s and as Stalin’s first steps toward subjugating 
Fastern Europe. 
As I h;ne noted before, trade will be the ma 
jor demand ol the Soviets. It is trade they need — 
large amounts of machine 
to o ls, of industrial ma­ 
chinery . of expertise — to strengthen their inter­ 
nal economy and give them the kind of interna­ 
tional economic muscle their resources should 
be 
able to flex. Under President Johnson (he list of 
goods that can 
Ik* shipped to the Soviet Union 
bt 
Americans has grown considerably . The 
Kremlin, 
however, also wants credits with which to expand 
its purchases, and here there will be considerable 
congressional opposition. 
What Mr. Nixon will offer in exchange for ter­ 
mination 
of the Vietnamese War remains his 
tightly -guarded secret, but without peace in Viet­ 
nam the future of his 
administration will be a 
grim one. Too many Americans are convinced that 
the fighting must bo ended quickly, in one wav or 
another, by negotiation or by a knockout blow at 
Hanoi and the Red River dikes. 
The new president’s options are limited. Am­ 
bassador l/odge, w ho is experienced, if not alway s 
wise, in the ways of diplomacy , has clearly been 
sent to East Berlin to explore those options, how 
far the Soviets are ready to go, how much they 
want. His report to Mr. Nixon will be scanned with 
deep interest by the foreign policy team which 
secretary of state-designate William P. Rogers has 
been recruiting.

In the large areas between,, 
the two parties who inhabit the 
zone are in surprising agree­ 
ment — though often they con­ 
ceal it in their effort to keep 
their separate political identi­ 
ties —- that, bigness has gotten 
out of hand and trends away 
from it must be put in motion. 


Faith in sweeping program s 
has diminished as the record 
indicates again and again the 
difficulty of making them work. 
Solutions 
like urban renewal, 
which sound so adm irable on 
first notice, often seem to cre­ 
ate more problems than they 
solve. 


To see government at various 
levels pay huge sums for pro­ 
gram s that do work is tough 
enough for some Americans to 
digest. To pay for gigantic fail­ 
ures is alm ost unbearable for 
many .

BOSTON (NEA) It is an old 
rule 
among free-lance writers 
that if y ou want to know what 
audience a magazine is try ing 
to reach, take a good look at the 
ads. 


Likewise, if y ou want to know 
whom TV is talking to, take a 
good look at the commercials. 
By that rule, television has 
fulfilled its promise. H artfon 
Gunn, director of Boston’s edu 
cational station WGBH, say s 
“Commercial TV is giving its 
audience the kinds of program s 
they want.” 


But as for every body else, the 
feeling persists after a genera 
tion that TV is not nearly wThat 
it could and should be. 
‘Television should have the 
right to fail and the right to be 
dull,” say s Ford Foundation TV 
consultant Fred Friendly . 
“A 
local 
television 
station 
should be talking to and with 
its own com m unity ,” say s Ben 
Kubasik of the National Citizens 
Committee 
for Public 
Televi 
sion, “Its prim ary function is 
not to carry national network 
or sy ndicated program s.” 
“ Television today puts you to 
sleep,” say s form er NBC presi­ 
dent Sy lvester L. (P at) Weaver, 
“ when it ought to enrich and 
awaken. Program s ought to in­ 
spire viewer* to go out to the 
library , to needlepoint classes, 
even to the bridge table. There 
ought to be something available 
for 
every 
special 
interest 
group.” 
If commercial television isn’t 
answering all 
those charges, 
neither is public broadcasting. 
F a r and aw ay the most sue 
cessful program to come out of 
educational TV has been Julia 
Child’s French cooking lessons 
— with Laura W eber’s guitar 
lessons, a few* nature and sci­ 
ence program s and a couple of 
discussion shows a very distant 
second, third and fourth. 
“ What kiid of a track record 
is that?” asks a despairing ex­ 
ecutive in public broadcasting. 
Adds Boston’s educational sta­ 
tion 
m anager H artford 
Gunn, 
“Commercial TV has built the 
viewing audience. 
We’re just 
riding along on it.” 
And say s NET’S Gerard Ap- 
py , “ We’re simply not reaching 
the highly m otivated but poorly 
educated who w ant something 
more from television.” 
That “ something m ore,” of 
course, is the unfulfilled prom­ 
ise of television. To fulfill it 
Congress has been debating for 
the past four y ears on the ques­ 
tion of setting up a U.S. Broad­ 
casting Corporation sim ilar in 
many way s to the BBC in Eng 
land. 
To dem onstrate what such a 
corporation could do, the Ford 
Foundation last y ear granted 
$10 million for the Public Broad 
cast Laboratory — designed to 
be a two-and-a-half hours each 
Sunday night showing what TV 
might be. 
Most of PBL’s efforts were di 
rected toward live broadcast of 
immediate response to the news 
—group discussions, protests, di 
alogues 
and 
confrontations 
among people brought face-to- 
face electronically . 
After its first season of oper­ 
ation, the PBL w as generally 
held to be a disappointm ent if 
not a crashing bore. 
“It certainly didn’t help the 
cause of public broadcasting in 
W ashington,” one congressman 
partisan to public broadcasting 
said. 
Nor did it help the reputations 
of any of the executives who ran 
the program . 
When the U.S. Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting was finally 
legislated into existence, nobody 
from the PBL was nam ed to its 
board. M oreover, the aim of the 
corporation, in the words of its 
cha irma n, Fra nk 
Pace Jr., “is 


to strengthen program m ing at 
the local level, not at the net­ 
w ork.” 


This winter the PBL will be 
in operation again, with a new 
director, Frederick Bohen, His 
m andate from the Ford Foun­ 
dation, he say s, “ is to produce 
penetrating, perceptive, critical 
and balanced program s of na­ 
tional im portance relevant to 
the y ear of broadcast which will 
affect the way s in which topics 
are looked at.” 


Those words could just 
as 
easily be said by spokesmen for 
the ABC, NBC or CBS public 
affairs departm ents. 


As one lower-level executive 
at the Public B roadcast Labora­ 
tory said of the upcoming sea« 
son, “ We really ought to drop 
the word ‘Laboratory ’ from our 
name. And now that m ost of our 
shows will be done on film, we 
ought to drop the word ‘Broad­ 
cast,’ too. 


“ And inasmuch as most deci­ 
sions are made by one or two 
people only , may be we ought to 
drop the word ‘Public’ as well.”

By MICHAEL POSNER 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Defense Department estimated 
today that the Vietnam war was 
hav ing a $1.6 billion adv erse 
impact on the U.S. international 
finance position. Rut a priv ate 
analy st said the war was hav ing 
a much worse effect.

Comp­ 
troller Robert C. Moot said in 
prepared testimony for a joint 
economic subcommittee of Con­ 
gress that “ About $1.6 billion” 
of the U.S. balance of pay ments 
deficit was attributable to the 
Vietnam War. 
Rut Peter Passell said in his 
prepared 
testimony 
that 
a 
special analy sis he prepared for 
a 
doctoral 
paper 
at 
Yale 
Univ ersity showed the figure 
was more like $4 billion. 
In 196 7 the United States ran 
up a total balance of pay ments 
deficit of $3,6 billion—represent­ 
ing the difference between the 
total outflow of dollars through 
imports and 
military transac­ 
tions and the amount coming in 
from ex ports. 
“ The U.S. Treasury and other 
federal 
gov ernment 
depart­ 
ments hav e estimated that the 
war 
in 
Vietnam 
contributes 
approx imately $1.5 billion to the 
net outflow of American dol­ 
lars.” Passell said. 
Hp said his analy sis, howev er, 
showed that the effect of the 


war was “ slightly in ex cess of 
$4 billion'’—which presumably 
would 
hav e 
put 
the 
United 
States in a fav orable balance os 
pay ments situation in 196 7 . 
Passell 
said 
the 
Defense 
Department failed to take into 
account secondary and indirect 
effects of war ex penditures on 
international trade and balance 
of pay ment position. 
For ex ample. Passell said, the 
w*ar has meant U.S. defense 
suppliers hav e had to increase 
imports 
of 
goods

manufacture military supplies.

I some manufacturers ov er pro­ 
duction of goods designed for 
ov erseas markets. 
After the war is ov er, Passell 
said, “ Ex porters may find it 
difficult

foreign markets and domestic 
users of imports may continue 
to buy abroad.” 
Moot, who was named by the 
incoming Nix on administration 
to stay on as the chief defense 
accountant, 
outlined

mov es the Pentagon has taken 
to reduce the adv erse effect of 
defense spending on the U.S.

Democrats look to the suburbs, 
to y oung v oters and “ the new 
spirit in the south.” 
O'Brien’s 
adv ice 
was 
con­ 
tained in a speech prepared for 
a meeting of the Democratic

assembled to hear him and Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
and to elect Humphrey ’s choice, 
Sen. Fred Harris of Oklahoma, 
as O'Brien’s successor.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 
dent-elect Nix on’s choice for 
secretary of interior, Waiter J . 
Hickel, has taken the offensiv e 
against his critics, circulating a 
defense of 
his 
conserv ation 
record before facing a Senate 
committee where his foes can 
hav e the first, and last, word. 
The Republican gov ernor of 
Alaska, only man chosen for 
Nix on’s cabinet to encounter op­ 
position, won’t be called before 
the Senate Interior Committee 
until Wednesday . But his tempo­ 
rary Washington office, try ing 
to counter suspicion that Hickel 
is opposed to some conserv ation 
practices, issued a bulky report 
that detailed a long list of ac­ 
complishments in protecting na­ 
tural resources and wildlife. 
There w’ere hints, too, that 
Nix on was coming to the aid of 
his nominee. Word was circulat­ 
ing on Capitol Hill that the pres­ 
ident- elect would name Russell 
E. Train, 4 8 -y ear-old head of the 
Conserv ation 
Foundation, 
as 
Hickel’s undersecretary . Train 
is among the nation’s foremost 
conserv ationists, 
and 
his ap­ 
pointment would weaken Hick- 
el’s opponents. 


The first of the men w’ho will 
make up the new’ cabinet begin 
testify ing today before Senate 
committees, and all can ex pect 
to be recommended, rapidly and 
routinely , for confirmation by 
the full Senate. 
But one sub-cabinet appoint­ 
ee, multimillionaire industrialist 
Dav id Packard, probably will 


• undergo close questioning by 
the Armed Serv ices Committee 
about his plan to retain stock 
worth $300 million in his de­ 
fense-oriented company . 


Since 194 7 , the .Senate has re­ 
quired top Pentagon officials to 
div est themselv es of all stock in 
companies 
handling 
defense 
business. Packard’s stock is in 
Hewlett-Packard Co., an elec­ 
tronics firm which handles $7 0 
million a y ear in Pentagon pro­ 
jects. B,ut Packard has refused 
to sell the stock on the ground 
that offering such a huge block 
on the market would sharply de­ 
press the price and hurt other 
stockholders. Instead, he pro­ 
poses to put the stock in trust 
with all income to go for charity 
while he is in office. 


There’s 
little 
chance 
that 
Packard w’ill be denied confir­ 
mation. Opposition has all but 
died away since Senate Demo­ 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
said he did not see why appoint­ 
ed officials should be required 
to sell their business holdings so 
long as Congress didn’t force 
their own members to do so. 


Four of the Nix on nominees 
begin the process of getting con­ 
firmation today . They are Dav id 
M. Kennedy , designated secre­ 
tary of the Treasury ; Robert H. 
Finch, Health, Education and 
Welfare; 
Melv in 
Laird, 
De­ 
fense; and J ohn Mitchell, attor­ 
ney general. 


Laird and Packard will ap­ 
pear together at a hearing be­ 
fore the Senate Armed Serv ices 
Committee. 


Scott Files 
Suit After 
Taking Oath 


SPRINGFIELD, (AP) — Wil­ 
liam J . Scott filed suit shortly 
after he was sworn in as state 
attorney general Monday , seek­ 
ing to hav e 11 judicial appoint­ 
ments by outgoing Gov . Samuel 
Shapiro thrown out. 
Shapiro, a Democrat, said in 
appointing the circuit judges 
Saturday that he would call on 
Scott to test the constitutionali­ 
ty 
of such 
appointiv e 
action. 
Scott, a Republican, said he re­ 
ceiv ed a telegram from Shapiro 
Saturday night. 
Minutes later. Scott said, a 
similar telegram arriv ed from 
Richard B. Ogilv ie, who was 
sworn in as gov ernor Monday . 
Ogilv ie urged the same thing. 
Scott’s suit was filed in the 
Illinois Supreme Court. 
In appointing the judges, Sha­ 
piro filled v acancies in sev eral 
circuits around the state. Sha­ 
piro, a Democrat, appointed 10 
Democrats and one Republican. 
Constitutional ex perts say the 
judges must be elected—not ap­ 
pointed. 
“ I filed suit with the Illinois 
Supreme Co:trt as my first of­ 
ficial duty ,” Scott reported at a 
news conference, “ asking the 
court not to certify the 11 Cir­ 
cuit Court judges. I also asked 
the auditor not to pay 
the 
judges until the case is decid­ 
ed.” 
“ It doesn’t meet the require­ 
ments that the v oters of the 
state are entitled to elect the 
judges,” he said, “ we will hav e 
the constitutionality of the law 
tested immediately .” 
One of the judges appointed 
was Francis Lorenz, Scott’s de­ 
feated opponent for 
attorney 
general in the Nov . 5 election.

The investo r who supplies risk 
capital to the free enterprise 
system receives a co uple o f sub­ 
stantial breaks o n his inco me 
tax return. 
If he ho lds his investment fo r

his capital gain is taxable. 
During his ho lding perio d he 
frequently receives cash divi­ 
dends o n his sto ck shares. No t 
all the dividends are taxable. 
This is ano ther o f the so - 
called 
“ exclusio ns,” 
o r 
sums 
that are exempt fro m t r . x . 
Tax law pro vides that the first 


$100 in dividends fro m qualify­ 
ing co rpo ratio ns (generally all 
U.S. co mpanies, with the excep­ 
tio n o f real estate investment 
trusts and farm co -o peratives) 
is tax-free. On jo int returns the 
dividend exclusio n applies to the 
firt $100 received by each o r 
$200 if the sto ck is held jo intly.
